Speech ntadeby Prime Minister To jo on the reversion of 
Andaman and Nloobar Islands to India, 

With reference to the speeches made by Tour Excellenoy of 
Burma and Tour Excellency of the Provisional Government of 
Free India , I would like to speak now as an Imperial 
Representative * 

I have been greatly moved by the faot that the Indian people are 
all rising in order to obtain their freedom, indepdndenoe 
and prosperity whioh have been the desire of 400 million 
people and they are considering India Itself and Asia very 
enthusiastically under the Provisional Government of Free 
India. 

I hope much from their enthusiastic desire for the sake not 
only of India, but of the Great -As i at io countries* 

It should be obvious that japan is ready to s et India free 
from the bondage of America and England and render any 
assistance to her in order to materialise her desire to be 
free* 

Considering the present situation that the Indian fellow people 
have laid the foundation of the Provisional Government of Free 
India and under this Government are rising for achieving their 
purposes with one consent, I would like to make known at 
this conference the deolslon to return soon the Andaman 
and Nloobar Islands, now occupied by the Imperial Army 
of Japan, to the Provisional Government of Free India* 

It is a great ideal of the Imperialist Japan that my 
country should obtain her freedom and will* 

From now on Japan will give more and more assistance for 
purpose of achieving independence by India and at the same 
time I shall look forward that the people of India would 
do their best* I am very glad to know from the speeches 
made by the Representative of each country yesterday and 
today at this general oonferenoe that each of the Great 
East Asiatic countries as well as Japan has consented Jto 
do its best for gaining Independence of India* Onoe again 
I would like the Representatives of each country to give 
any assistance for aohievlng Indepdndenoe by India*
